Resolutions respecting farm income 
tax coming from the Alberta Federa¬ 
tion of Agriculture and U.F.A. Cen¬ 
tral were discussed. A hesolution was 
carried that the farm income in rela¬ 
tion to income tax be averaged over a 
four year period and that the farmer 
be relieved of the duty of deducting 
income tax from hired help. It was 
also carried that the exemption for 
a farm couple be on a parity basis with 
city couples who can claim $1860 ex¬ 
emption if both are working, and that 
$1.00 a day be allowed for board and 
lodging of farm help. 

President Weidenhamer outlined 
the set-up of Co-operative Imple¬ 
ments Ltd., telling how and why they 
were established, and the general pol¬ 
icy in respect to manufacture and 
distribution of farm machinery; how 
large a saving is effected, and how 
distributed; the place of the Credit 
Unions in providing means for far¬ 
mers to pay cash. The latter medium 
would do away with bad debt expen¬ 
ses and collection expenses which are 
quite a factor in present set-up. The 
whole plan of organization and oper¬ 
ation was very clearly outlined and 
Mr. Weidenhamer was given a cordial 
vote of thanks for his clarifying talk.

Canada’s success story in coloniza¬ 
tion, written on ths fertile lands of 
Er.tish Columbia’s Peace River dis¬ 
trict, has in the last six yesrs added 
a new chapter to the growth and de¬ 
velopment of this nation, says The 
Vancouver Province. 

In 1939, about 160 refugee fam¬ 
ilies fiom Sudetenland, seeking a hav¬ 
en in a land that was free from the 
domination of Germany, arrived in 
Canada and were settled on a block 
of land at Tupper Creek, 27 miles 
from Dawson Creek and close to the 
Alberta boundary. 

Today these imseierrants are sub¬ 
stantial Canadian citi»ns. They have 
paid for their farms, they have neat, 
wed built homes and farm buildings, 
and they have ample equipment for 
tilling, cultivating and seeding the 
soil. 

A government report issued recent¬ 
ly lists some of their accomplishments 

During the past season they have 
harvested crops on 3,100 acres, much 
of it land that was covered with bush 
when they moved into the district. 
Crops were below average but were 
better than those in other sections of 
the Peace River district.
